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This office action is in response to applicant's arguments filed on 09/27/07. Claims 1, 3- 
10, and 12 are still pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 , 3-6, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Heinonen et al. (Hereinafter Heinonen) US patent Number 7,009,956 B2. 
As per claims 1,10 and 12, Heinonen teaches a serve (34, fig 3-4) client system (23, fig 
3-4) comprising: a server 34 and a client 23 connected to said server, said server 
including a port number transmitter transmitting, on a first port number, a second port 
number and identification information having a first value or a second value to said 
client (see col 8 lines 37-46; different port numbers are assigned different values, which 
are used in the identification of terminal device), 

and said client including a communicator communicating with said server on the second 
port number transmitted from said server when said identification information 
transmitted from said server has the first value, and on a predetermined third port 
number when said identification information has the second value (Heinonen discussed 
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three different ports, which are used or selected for different services; they can be 
swapped at any time see col. 8 lines 33-58; for instance, port number 80 is reserved for 
HTTP services; port number 1024 to 49151 are registered ports freely usable by 
application; and port number 0 to 1023 are reserved for privileged services). 

As per claim 3, Heinonen teaches all the limitations as recited in claim 3 (see claim 1 
rejection). Furthermore, Heinonen discloses a client that further includes a rewriter 
rewriting the port number stored in said port number storage into the port number 
transmitted from said server (see col. 9 lines 1-6, 44-49; col. 10 lines 49-65). 

As per claim 4, Heinonen teaches the server client system according to claim 3, 
wherein said transmitter transmitting another port number on the port number on which 
said client communicated with said server, and said client further includes another 
communicator communicating with said server on the another port number transmitted 
from said server (see fig 3-4; col. 9 lines 7-49). 

As per claim 5, Heinonen teaches a server client system comprising: a server (34) and 
a client (23) connected to said server, said server including a waiter selecting a port 
number available among a plurality of port numbers and waiting for the communication 
from said client on the selected port number (col. 9 lines 7-26), said client includes 
including a communicator selecting a port number to be used among said plurality of 
port numbers and communicating with said server on the selected port number (col. 8 
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lines 37-58; col. 9 lines 7-26), said server further including a responder responding to 
said client when receiving the communication from said client; and said client further 
including a changer changing (replacing) said port number to be used when receiving 
no response from said server (col. 10 lines 24-48 and 49-65). 

As per claim 6, Heinonen teaches the server client system according to claim 5, wherein 
said server further includes a transmitter transmitting another port number on the 
selected port number, and said client further includes another communicator 
communicating with said server on the another port number transmitted from said 
server (see fig 3-4; col. 10 lines 24-40 and 49-65). 

Claims 7-9 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to teach the limitations of claim 7 as 
a whole. Especially, the steps beginning from guidance master application program 
further including the step of comparing said informed update date and time ...newer 
than the update date and time managed by said client application program. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed on 09/27/07 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Heinonen fails to teach port number transmitter and/or 
communicator; changing a port number to be used when receiving no response from 
server and waiter waiting for communication from the client on a port number being 
used at the present and a port number used in the past. 
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Examiner submits that applicant has misinterpreted the prior art of record. 

Heinonen teaches all the limitations of the invention as claimed. Specially, 
Heinonen discloses port number transmitter and/or communicator; changing a port 
number to be used when receiving no response from server and waiter waiting for 
communication from the client on a port number being used at the present and a port 
number used in the past, (see col. 8 lines 33-58; col. 10 lines 49-65; col. 3 lines 22-42). 

Accordingly, the rejection is maintained
